Mnloek is one of Canada's youngest mil- 
lionaires, lie is tin.' second sou of Sir 
Win. Mulock, postuiastcr-geuerul of the 
Dominion, a thorough Cuuadian and 
ambitious to do his share in the un- 
building of Canada. In Ins native city 
of Toronto ho is concerned in a number 
of public ond philanthropic works, the 
principal being in connection with the 
erection of the proposed new hospital. 
This institution is to cost $1,000,000 and 
Mr. Mnloek has already contributed 
$100,000. He is now engaged in making 
his first trip across the Dominion and is 
missing nothing en route. 

Mr. Haney is known in America wher- 
ever engineering enterprises are spoken 
of. He has been prominently connect- 
ed with leading railways of Canada, Brst 
with the Intercolonial, then on the C. 1*. 
It., between Port William and Winnipeg, 
and later on the Ondordonk construction 
on the Pacific olope. Ho was the Brst 
superintendent of the C. P. It. before in- 
corporation, and in British Columbia Is 
well known as the builder at the Crow s 
Xest Pass railway in 1801 and 1898. 
When the proposition of connecting 
Prince Edward Island with the Canadi- 
an mainland by means of a tunnel was 
talked of a vear or so ago, and there was 
doubt as t owhether the prospect was a 
feasible one, Mr. Haney offered to con- 
struct it for $10,000,000. It now costs 
Prince Edward Island $300,000 per yerr 
to obtain a service which is rather indif- 
ferent, and this amount would carry 
that necessary for the construction of 
the tunnel. Since the offer was made 
serious consideration has been, given the 

proposition. _ , , 

J. C Walsh is one of Canada s brilliant 
young newspaper men. lie is editor of 
the Montreal Herald and assumes charge 
in the absence, of the managing editor, 
J S Krierlev. Mr. Walsh has made a 
special study of economics and trade 
conditions.

It was ti brief remark, 
before he spoke of the great advances 
he had noticed since the days when lie 
was last in (he weut. He was impress- 
ed more thun ever with the possibilities 
of the interior. "We saw the Coulth- 
ard ranch at Koromcos and Mr. Rich- 
tor's, and Mr. Mulock secured some mag- 
nificent specimens of fruit. We also 
inspected the nickel plate mine at lled- 
lcy and witnessed Hie processes by which 
gold is produced there."

More Startling Evidence Given 
Before Insurance Investi- 
gation Committee. 



Presidents of Companies Borrow 
From Rival Concerns at 
Joblot Rateso 



No Record of $150,000 Paid to 
the Republican Campaign 
Fund. 



ON'TREAL, Oct. 4.— At the an- 
nual meeting of the shareholders 
of the Canadian Pucltlc Railway 
Company today, the report of 
the directors was unanimously adopt- 
ed. The retiring directors, Charles R. 
Hosmer, Hon. Robert Mackay, David 
McNieoll and Robert O. Relit, were re- 
elected. Resolutions were passed 
authorizing the construction of the 
Wolseley-Peston branch and the Issue 
of -I per cent, consolidated debenture 
stock In aid thereof; the lease of the 
Nicola, Kamloops & Slmllkameen Coal 
and Railway Company; the issue of 
£800,000 1 per cent, consolidated de- 
benture stock to defray the cost of the 
two new Atlantic steamships; ap- 
proving the agreement with the Brit- 
ish Columbia, JCIectrlc Railway for the 
working of the Vancouver & Lulu 
Island Railway; approving the traffic 
agreement with the Spokane Interna- 
tional Railway Company; authorizing 
the lease of the Ksqulmalt it Nanaimo 
Railway; approving the acquisition of 
the property of the St. ,rohn Bridge and 
Railway Extension Company. 

A resolution also was passed author- 
Izlng the expenditure on capital ac- 
count of $7,500,000 for additional loco- 
motives and passenger and freight cars. 

In moving the adoption of the re- 
port, President Sir Thomas Shaugh- 
nessy said: 

The President's Address 
"The twenty-fourth annual report, 
now submitted for your consideration 
and approval, gives evidence of the 
strong and satisfactory position of the 
company. Your gross revenue from 
traffic during the fiscal year was over 
$50,000,000, anil even this large sum 
should be exceeded by a considerable 
amount In the current year. The busi- 
ness conditions throughout Canada are 
at the moment more favorable than at 
any other time In the history of the 
company, and there would appear to 
lie no reason for apprehending a change 
In the near future. 

"While in all the agricultural terri- 
tory served by your lines the crops 
have been excellent, those of Manitoba 
and the two new provinces are most 
striking, Insuring handsome return to 
the farmers, continued activity In every 
branch of trade and manufacture, and 
a large traffic for your lines. 

"As a result of expenditure made 
during the past three or four years 
for the (diminution of curvature, re- 
duction of grades and general Improve- 
ments, I think that it may iiow be 
fairly claimed that in physical condi- 
tion and capacity for the movement of 
traffic, your railway between Montreal 
and the Pacific Coast is at least In the 
front rank of transcontinental lines. 
With an eye to the Tut lire, It will be 
necessary to provide additional cars and 
locomotives, ami for this purpose a 
resolution will be submitted authoriz- 
ing the directors to make further capi- 
tal expenditure to an amount not ex- 
ceeding $7,500,000. 

"The success attending the com- 
pany's operations is In no small degree 
due to the excellent staff of officers 
ami mem in nil the departments, from 
the vice-president down, whore Intelli- 
gence In the performance of their re- 
spective duties and loyally and devo- 
tion to the company could not bo ex- 
ceeded." 

At a meeting of the hoard subse- I 
queritly held, Sir William C. Van 
Home was re-elected chairman of the 
board, Sir Thomas O. Sbauglmessy 
president mid David McNieoll vice- 
president of the company. 



DJW YORK, Oct. 4.— That John R. 
liegeman, president of the Met- 
ropolitan Life Insurance Company, 
borrowed ?50,000 from tho Now 
York Life Insurance Company at l'/j 
per cent, interest, a rate below the 
market value, was brought out in the 
insurance Investigation last week; but 
today President John A. MeCall of the 
New York Life testified that he in turn 
borrowed $75,00(1 from the Metropolitan 
at the same rate. This was in Janu- 
ary, 1903. Tho loan was renewed in 
January, 1004, and ran until March, 
1905, when tho rate of Interest was 
advanced to 2 per cent., at which rate 
It is still running. Mr. MeCall testi- 
fied that be was a director of the Met- 
ropolitan Life Insurance Company, but 
not a stockholder. The fact of his 
being a director, Mr. MeCall continued, 
did not deter him from procuring a. 
loan at as low a rate of interest as 
possible when It was to his interest to 
do so. 

Somewhat of a sensation was caused 
in the late hours of today's session of' 
the committee which is investigating 
the methods of life Insurance com- 
panies when Nellie of the Tower of 
Albany was called to the stand and 
disclaimed any knowledge of the 
whereabouts of cancelled checks of 
Judge Andrew Hamilton of Albany. 
Tower testified that he was associated 
with Judge Hamilton in the practice of 
law in Albany. 

The Hamilton account was again 
under investigation, and Mr. MeCall 
had been excused while Mr. Tower 
took the stand. Mr. Tower testified 
that be had made deposits for Judge 
Hamilton, but not while the latter was 
In Europe. He had 

Taken Some Cancelled Checks 
from the Albany Trust Company early 
in September and had thrown them 
into a drawer in Judge Hamilton's 
desk. He had bad no occasion to 
look at them again until last week, 
when he received the subpoena to ap- 
pear before tho committee. He was 
asked to bring these checks with him, 
but when he wont to look for them 
they were gone. He had no knowl- 
edge, he declared, of where they could 
have gone or who could have taken 
them. Pressed by Mr. Hughes, ho 
said almost anybody had access to the 
drawer in which the cheeks were 
placed. 

Mr. MeCall resuming, was asked 
about a deposit to the credit of Judge 
Hamilton of $102,795.81 in September, 
1895. 

Mr. MeCall said the New York Life 
Insurance Company had paid Mr. 
Hamilton no money, but suggested that 
part of it might have come from the 
stale controller's office by reason of 
an assignment of tax monies which 
would come to the judge by reason of 
bis securing the repeal of the tax law 
which relieved the New York Life from 
payment of taxes. 

No Record of $150,000 Payment 

Mr. MeCall enlivened the day's pro- 
ceedings further when ho said that 
there was no record on the books of 
the New York Life insurance Com- 
pany of the $150,000 paid the Republi- 
can national committee for contribu- 
tions to the presidential campaigns. 
While he had no personal knowledge 
that the money was paid, be assumed 
that it was, because he told the treas- 
urer to make those payments. 

Earlier In the day Mr. MeCall, in 
detailing the general legislation work 
of Judge Hamilton and the counsel be 
employed, dented any knowledge of the 
legislative pool which was disclosed In 
the examination of Alfred Maine, aud- 
itor of the Equitable lafe Assurance 
Society, bust week. Mr. MeCall on 
this question asserted that three-quar- 
ters of the bills affecting life insurance 
companies were in the nature of black- 
mall.

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THE COST TO BRITISH COLUMBIA. 

I At Vancouver and elsewhere In Brit- 
ish Columbia certain facts were im- 
pressed upon the Tariff: Commissioners 
with respect to the peculiar position 
occupied by this province in relation 
to the rest of the Dominion. These had 
reference to the undue Incidence of 
federal taxation in the AVest, and the 
extraordinary burdens entailed upon 
the people by reason of the geopraphl- 
cal situation and physical configura- 
tion. With these our readers are tol- 
erably familiar by this time.. 

Wc wish to call attention to another 
feature of our relations In a financial 
way which have never yet been touched 
upon in connection with the subject of 
better terms. Any, if not all of our 
readers have heard of the Carnarvon 
Terms. Some of the older Inhabitants 
were actors in the agitation of many 
years ago for their fulfilment. It Is 
within their personal knowledge, and Is 
a matter of history, that when Lord 
Dufferln came to Victoria In 1S7G on 
his celebrated mission of peace, he re- 
fused to pass under on arch which bore 
the Inscription, "Carnarvon Terms or 
Separation." 

To those not so familiar with the de- 
tails we may be permitted to state that 
the Carnarvon Terms were negotiated 
by Hon. Ceo. Walkem In England with 
the Imperial authorities In 1ST I. when, 
as a delegate from British Columbia 
he went to arrange a settlement of 
the difficulties with the Dominion 
Government arlslnc from the failure 
to carry out the terms of Union 
In respect to the building of a railway 
uniting the railway system of Eastern 
Canada with the tidal waters of the 
Pacific. The feeling In this province 
at the time was very acute and it was 
felt that the Dominion was not keeping 
faith with British Columbia. It is a 
long story, oft told, and we shall not 
attempt to go Into particulars. 

As result of Mr. Walkem's visit a 
compromise was effected, which was 
agreed to by the Dominion Government. 
This provided, in part, that the rail- 
way should be commenced from Esqui- 
mau, on the island, and completed 
without delay. The bill to confirm the 
agreement was defeated in the Senate, 
and it was to allay the dissatisfaction 
Which arose as a consequence that Lord 
Dut't'erln came to British Columbia. In 
1S7S a definite pledge was received that 
the work would he begun that season 
and pushed vigorously to completion. 
Then followed the defeat of the Mac- 
kenzie Government. 

Morally, the Dominion of Canada 
was hound to the fulfillment of the 
Carnarvon Terms; but certain difficul- 
ties arose, and again the people of 
British Columbia were in arms. A sec- 
ond viceregal representative in the per- 
son of Lord Dome, came to the pro- 
vince, and after some weeks of personal 
intervention between the two govern- 
ments, and conferences with the late 
Hon. Robert Dunsmulr, who was th? 
only man in the province financially 
equal to undertake the contract, it was 
arranged to build tin? E. & X. railway 
under the terms of the Settlement Act, 
by which all the outstanding grievances 
of th,- province were wiped off tin,' slate. 

In brief, the Settlement Act provided 
that the province snould convey to the 
Dominion about two million acres or 
land to be applied as a subsidy to the 
building of the E. & N. railway; that 
the Dominion Government should give 
$750,000 in cash as an additional sub- 
sidy; that the Dominion Government 
should take over, construct and operate 
the drydock at Esquimau, paying the 
Provincial Government {250,000 and out 
of pocket expenses in connection with 
the same; and that the province should 
convey to the Dominion 3,500,000 acres 
of land, in one rectangular block, In 
the Peace River district. 

The reason for the last-named Is an 
interesting phase of the .subject in 
hand. Notwithstanding that the Do- 
minion Government, us we have said, 
being morally hound by the Carnarvon 
Terms, to build the Island railway 
without any cost to the province, Sir 
John Macdanald, when the Settlement 
Act was lining discussed, feared that 
lie would be unable to put through a 
contract for a cash bonus of {750,000, 
and so .the 3,500,000 acres of land in 
the Peace River district were thrown 
In as a. bait. Even then the opposi- 
tion declared that, the lands were 
worthless, and the Government had 
great difficulty In steering the measure 
through Parliament at Ottawa. Need- 
less to say, the entrance of British Co- 
lumbia Into the Union on the terms 
was bitterly opposed In the House of 
Commons and Senate, and It was the 

i 



(subject of much foreboding in the 
country. It elicited no general enthu- 
siasm, and this province -was regarded 
as the white elephant of Confederation, 
the existence of which was only justi- 
fiable from sentimental considerations. 

In a word, the bargain was made, be- 
lieving it to be a bad bargain for Can- 
ada, a:nd on the assumption' that the 
"West must remain a drag and a bur- 
den on the rest of the Dominion. Now 
that the events of subsequent years 
have dispelled the illusions of former 
days, and their assumptions have been 
proved to have beer, unfounded, and we 
ask for consideration on grounds 
that would have materially affected the 
original terms had the people of Can- 
ada been able to foresee the outcome, 
we are met with the objection, 
natural to a Shyloclc, that it was a 
bargain and as such must be lived up 
to. We have on previous occasions 
discussed that phase of the question 
and considered our treaty with the Do- 
minion In the light of a compact enter- 
ed Into between, two governing bodies, 
not as a commercial transaction, as a 
matter of bargain and sale, but as 
something which preconceived the good 
of both parties to it, neither wishing to 
get the better of the other. Confedera- 
tion lias and must be assumed to be 
based on mutual benefit and the moral 
obligation to do right by each other. 

Now then, let us consider what the 
terms of the .Settlement Act cost Brit- 
ish Columbia, the arrangement being 
effected at a time when the province 
was politically and financially in ex- 
tremis, and unable to exact better 
terms, in other words, forced to one j 
of two alternatives — to accept, or to 
secede. 

The obligations under the terms of J 
the Settlement Act imposed on the Do- 
minion were the payment of $750,000 as 
a cash subsidy; the building of a dry- 
dock at a cost of $800,000, the payment 
to the province of $250,0.00, or ?1.S()0,- 
000 in all. But in a general way, fol- 
lowing the policy that has been subse- 
quently pursued In the Dominion, the 
E. ,fc N. would have been entitled to 
$li,400 a mile as a bonus, or $500,000, 
The Imperial Government bore half of 
the expense of building the drydock, 
which left tile cost to be borne by Can- 
ada $400,000. The net financial obliga- 
tion is, therefore, reduced to $000,000, 
for something the province under the 
terms of the Carnarvon treaty should 
have obtained without a cent. 

What did the province give in return'.' 
Two million acres of land, which, In- 
cluding coal rights and timber, would 
have been worth today $3 an acre, or 
$1,000,000. Land in the Pence River 
country, 3,500,000 acres in extent, which 
file Dominion Government is entitled 
to select in one block. That land is toe 
finest in the province, and as the gov- 
ernment at Ottawa is entitled to make 
its own selection, it means that the 
very heart of the live millions of arable 
land in the Peace River district will be 
taken. As lands go in the Northwest 
at the present lime, as soon as a rail- 
way is built, every acre of the conces- 
sion will be worth $5 an acre, or $17,- 
500,000. We have not the slightest 
doubt but that a syndicate could be 
formed willing to pay that amount In 
cash for it. 

The account, therefore stands thus: 
The Dominion Government received 
real estate assets worth $17,^00,000 for 
an outlay of $900,000, which should have 
been made without consideration. The 
province gave away assets worth today 
$23,500,000, for a railway that cost 
roundly $3,000,000 to build. That bar- 
gain was made on the assumption that 
Canada was bankrupting itself to keep 
faith with a province that would prove 
a bill of expense to Canada, and a 
burden for all time to come. 

Is it just that a treaty of (hat kind 
made under duress should remain in- 
violable forever, while newer provinces 
without responsibilities as to develop- 
ment, with no problems of finance to 
solve, with no physical obstacles to 
overcome, and with every favoring con- 
dition which nature and a generous 
Parliament can provide, should be en- 
titled ultimately to nearly live limes 
the subsidy that will come to British 
Columbia when she receives her utmost 
farthing? Are the underlying princi- 
ples of Confederation, which pre-suppose 
equaJ rights to all [.arts of the Domin- 
ion, justice and equity In the relations 
of provinces with Itself, and the com- 
mon good of ail, regardless of the writ- 
ten bond, exemplified in such an inter- 
pretation of mutual obligations? Legal- 
ly Shylock was standing on ills rights, 
and was entitled io the literal fulfil- 
ment of the bond, but throughout 
Christendom wherever Shakespeare 
has introduced him, humanity has re- 
volted against the ethics of tills ancient 
money-lender. We are not now con- 
sidering other phases of the demand for 
better terms. This one transaction is 
being considered by itself. It stands 
entirely alone for tile present as an 
instance in which justice and (airplay 
demand a readjustment. 



A CANADIAN SEA. 

It was Napoleon's boast, uttered be- 
tween the date of the defeat of his 
fleet at Abouklr Pay in 1787, and the 
destruction of his licet at Trafalgar In 
1805, that ho would make the Mediter- 
ranean a French sea in which no ves- 
sels other than French could sail with- 
out a French clearance and from which 
the warships of Great Britain would 
be forever excluded. It was, of course, 
an idle boast uttered under the Infatu- 
ation of his own boundless ambition. 
It was Idle In Hplte of the fact that It 
was made by the greatest general of 
tlie age, for after Abouklr ills country's 
Hag went down off the coast of Spain 
amid ix shower of British allot (indVJliell, 



and with It disappeared the naval pres- 
tige of the French of his day. But 
what Napoleon tried to do with vio- 
lence and bloodshed lias been accom- 
plished in other parts of the globe by 
peaceful mea*hs and honest competi- 
tion by the British over and over again. 
We have ah instance at our very 
doors. 

We have witnessed a complete 
change in the character and nationality 
of steam navigation in the waters of 
Puget Sound. A few years ago the 
vessels that piled between Victoria and 
Seattle were American bottoms. Not 
a single Canadian bottom was engaged 
In the trade. The steamers then em- 
ployed were unsulted to the route. 
They were slow, frail and insufficient 
in accommodation. The service, gen- 
erally speaking, was bail. The wreck 
of the steamer Clallam on the 8th of 
January, 1901, with its 5G precious 
lives, was a tragic reminder of the in- 
security of life and property of those 
who went to sea on the fated steamer 
it was everywhere felt that steps must 
be taken to ensure reform In the ser- 
vice, or the traffic would dwindle down 
instead of Increasing, as it naturally 
should, commensurate with the growth 
of the cities served. 

in a fortunate moment the line 
steamer Princess Victoria, of the C. P. 
R. Co.'s fleet, arrived, and after com- 
pletion, was placed on the route be- 
tween Vancouver, Victoria and Seattle. 
By reason of her beautiful lines, her 
unrivaled accommodation, her marvel- 
ous sliced and her staunchness, she 
superseded the American boats, and 
during last season and the present, 
which is about closing, she captured 
the traveling public and today she is 
acknowledged to be the fastest, the 
safest and the most comfortable steam- 
er on the Pacific coast of America. The 
Americans who were at first Inclined 
to resent her intrusion in international 
waters, are now her greatest ad- 
mirers. 

Not only lias the r«e\V departure been 
a success and made a record but It 
lias "set the pace" fur our neighbors. 
The days or old and frail craft-^of 
Moating coffins — are over on Puget 
Sound. At the moment contracts are 
pending for the construction of two 
fast steel vessels for the Alaska 
Steamship Co. (whose route Is popular- 
ly supposed to be controlled by 
the C. I 1 . ft. Co.) and a swift vessel 
has been purchased in the East to take 
her place on the Victoria-Seattle run. 
It is pleasant to feel that in the sense 
ol having reformed the steam service 
on Puget Sound the Canadians have 
converted that noble sheet of water in- 
to a. Canadian sea. and that there is 
every probability that their supremacy 
will be maintained in the future — a 
conquest more effective than if made 
after the methods proposed by the 
great Napoleon, one of tlie victories 
of which peace can boast. 

"RALPH CONNOR" ON BRITISH 
COLUMBIA LOYALTY. 

Some days ago the Colonist quoted 
from an interview had by a Toronto 
newspaper reporter with Sir Gilbert 
Parker, in which Rev. Chas. Gordon 
(Ralph Connor) was credited with at- 
tributing secession sentiments to B. 
C. Where the reporter got the au- 
thority for statements he Interjected 
into his interrogations of Sir Gilbert 
we do not know. We have a recollec- 
tion of some such sentiments being re- 
llected in an Interview with Ralph Con- 
nor about a year ago, but we fancy It 
had to do with the agitation for better 
terms in which It was alleged that the 
people of this province were dissatis- 
fied witli their treatment by tlie Domin- 
ion, which is an entirely different tiling 
to saying that were in favor of seces- 
sion or of annexation. However, the 
matter lias been settled by a letter 
written by the distinguished Canadian 
author to Rev. W. Leslie Clay, who, sur- 
prised at tlie statements attributed to 
him, wrote for information, enclosing 
an editorial from the Colonist.

Naturally the most Interesting points 
In the northern country under the cir- 
cumstances are Port Simpson, Port 
Essington and Hazelton, 

Topography of Country 

Speaking of the topography of the 



Island, effectually shutting out any 
approach to the water from that direc- 
tion, those who may be settled on the 
lands selected as townsiles by the 
British Columbia government being in- 
cluded. No protection of the water 
rights has been provided for. 

Unfavorable Features of Kaien 

"There are understood to be other 
unfavorable features about the island, 
rendering the Cunningham Passage 
site more satisfactory. The mountain- 
ous character of Kaien, where not oc- 
cupied by part of the Indian reserva- 
tion, Is most marked, except as to the 
fringe of shore already mentioned. As 
the Camosun's passengers did not land 
on Kalen, a close inspection could not 
be made, but sufficient could be seen 
from the decks of . the steaVrier to 
enable a fairly accurate judgment. 

"Port Simpson Itself, long supposed 
to be the only possible location of the 
terminus, would doubtless have been 
an Ideal spot for the purpose. It is 
now In the hands of a lot of speculators 
who have staked every foot of avail- 
able territory, what remains being 
controlled by the Hudson's Bay Com- 
pany. 

"Hazelton, so far as the site of a 
railway town goes, is not in it at all. 
The Grand Trunk Pacitlc will come 
down through the Kltznugla valley, or 
the Telqua Copper valley, respectively 
20 and 30 miles below Hazelton, saving 
100 miles of construction by coming 
down either of these two passes — a very 
appreciable saving in a mountainous 
country.

Replying to the address of welcome 
presented by Mayor Keary at tlie Do- 
minion exhibition at New Westminster 
on Tuesday afternoon, Hon. Sydney 
Fisher, minister of agriculture, deliv- 
ered an interesting and important 
speech, a synopsis of which appeared 
in the Colonist despatches yesterday. 
A verbatim report of the same Is mow 
to hand, however, as follows: 

"Sir. President, Ladies and Gentle- 
men — I thank you very much for the 
address of welcome you have been so 
good as to present to me. I know that 
last week His Honor Kir Henri Joly de 
Lotblniere opened this great lair, and 
It falls to my lot today to have the 
honor and pleasure of opening the live- 
stock exhibit of tills great Dominion 
exhibition. 1 have not yet had ;m op- 
portunity of inspecting tile livestock, 
but it lias been my honor and pleasure 
to pass through the buildings and see 
there your exhibits of the farms and 
Industries of tin's great province, and 
1 think, if 1 may fairly judge of the 
livestock exhibit from wiiat 1 have 
seen, it has proved ample justification 
for the action of the government In 
determining that this year the exhibi- 
tion for the whole Dominion should 
be held on the Pacific Coast. (Hear, 
hear.) Three of these exhibitions have 
now been held. The first time the 
government gave the grunt to the great 
exhibition In Toronto, the second was 
for the fair of the great midland prov- 
inces at Winnipeg, and the third had 
this year come to the coast In this 
magnificent young province of British 
Columbia. 1 venture to think that 
what you have here collected will

Keen Demand In Denmark for 
Product of Pacific Coast 
Canneries. 



A Letter Received From Port 
Angeles Man Now Traveling 
In Old Country. 



V A Totter received by the Paeilic FUsh- 
terman from J. Christctison, a Port An- 
geles cannery nun), who is traveling in 
iDenmark, states that sahnon from tli» 
Pacific coast is finding a good market in 
Denmark, lie said: 
, "What impresses mo most is the aid 
and attention the industry receives Iron) 
tln> government, of which 1 sec proofs 
everywhere. Along the coast of the 
North sea t Ij e- government has built sub- 
stantial harbors of refuge and permanent 
•lmrbors are built all around in coast vil- 
lages, where the inhabitants gain their 
livelihood from lisliing. Government tugs 
are stationed at convenient points on the 
North sea coast to aid fishing smacks 
in distress; cheap cold storage and fast 
[through trains are run by the govern- 
ment from the most northerly point in 
Holland to Gcrmnny in order to make 
the Danish tisheries compete on the 
markets of Hamburg and Berlin with 
the Iinnglish and Scotch tish dealers. 
These and numerous other instances of 
Isubs'tnnt iul government aid to the indus- 
try are very noticeable and gratifying 
to behold when tho lisliing industry is 
but a subordinate resource of Denmark, 
so essentially an agricultural country. 
Fishing is 'done by small boats and 
tish comes high. All df the catch is 
.sold fresh and no curing is done to speak 
of. 

Much Salmon Shipped 

"Very little salmon is caught and much 
American salmon is sold in the market 
booths. Mild cured salmon is shipped 
here in large quantities and finds a ready 
market after being .smoked. It looks de- 
licious on the counters aud as a proof 
of what a delicacy American smoked 
salmon is, but il has not been my good 
fortune over to see an article so tine at 
home; the natives here are experts in tho 
art of smoke curing. Canned .salmon 
is not appreciated by the people of the 
Scandinavian countries; it (Iocs not tit in 
twell with their mode of living. With the 
exception of a hot dinner the people of 
these countries .enjoy their 'smonebrod.' 
bread spread thick with butter and cover- 
ed with a variety of delicatessen to suit 
the luste. The smonebrod is indeed de- 
licious and very soon finds favor with 
foreigners. Smoked salmon sliced so 
that one whole slice covers the bread is 
the favorite delicatessen and the restaur- 
ants charge twice the price for this 
smonebrod covered with salmon that 
they do for other kinds." 

Shipped Fresh to Denmark 
t Following the article translated from 

Denmark paper: 

1 "Would one believe it possible that 
salmon could be shipped in fresh condi- 
tion from the Pacific coast to Copenha- 
gen; furthermore that it can arrive there 
in a perfectly fresh condition; and last 
but not least that the expenses in con- 
nection with the shipping are not mere 
than is within everybody's reach to en- 
joy salmon as an article of food'.' 

"At first one looks sceptically at the 
proposition; however, this form of ship- 
ping is not new, and has been going on 
for a considerable period in Germany 
and England. Yesterday the first ship- 
ment of fresh salmon arrived in the 
steamship Ilellig Olaf. Denmark is 
now to be subjugated. 

"It is done by the well-known firm of 
Mikkelsen-Vend'syssel, importers of sal- 
mon. They have fisheries and cod stor- , 
age plants' on the Pacific coast and offices 
in Berlin, Hamburg, Malum, Fredericks- 
town and Copenhagen. This firm, which 
has made a specialty of salmon, and in 
recent years offered Columbia river sal- 
mon smoke cured, is now shipping the 
salmon to the market in fresh condition, 
mud Germany 'lias pronounced it in qual- 
ity equal to the salmon from the [thine, j 
""How is it done? Hereof Mr. Vendsys- | 
sel has the following to say: "As soon as 
the fishing boats laud with the fish, j 
which arc caught in the Columbia river 
during the months of May to August, 
these are carefully cleaned in fresh wa- 
ter and then put in cold storage, where 
the temperature is kept at 10 degrees 
iltnnumer. It takes from twenty to | 
twenty-four hours to thoroughly freeze 
the tish; they are then slowly submerg- 
ed in water and coated with Ice. This 
latter process Is repeated four times and 
the tish is now proof against attacks of 
foreign matte]' and putrifaetion is pre- 
vented. Thereafter the packages are 
carefully wrapped in wax paper and 
brown paper, boxed and stored in refrig- 
erators, where the temperature is never 
allowed to rise higher than f> degrees 
'Itctl timer.. 

Method of Shipment 
■ "'While in transit it comes through 
the American continent in refrigerator 
cars continually reiced and reaches New 
York in 15 to Hi days; at this place it 
is transferred to the steamer, where cold 



storngo facilities are excellent and the 
low temperature is maintained. Until 
recently shipments went to Hamburg, 
where Mr. Yondsyssel has cold storage 
facilities, -and from this place tho goods 
were distributed to places in Germany. 
Now shipments go to Copenhagen as a 
Irule, inasmuch as the new steamers of 
ithe United Steamship Company have the 
latest, improvements and are specially 
adapted for shipment of fresh fish. Ow- 
ing to heavy costs each shipment is not 
Jess than 30,000 pounds. 

"Immediately when the salmon reaches 
Copenhagen it is placed in t ho company's 
cold storage, where the temperature is 
kept at \1 degrees Iteaumor and sales are 
■made from here to commission men and 
id ealers. 

"When the salmon is to be used it is 
iplaced in cold water, and after a few 
hours it is not to he distinguished from 
salmon recently caught, although the 
fish migh't have been caught on the Pa- 
cific coast five months before. 

"To the best of our knowledge the sal- 
mon in fresh condition is being sold in 
the trade nt from ('•(> to 7(1 re per pound 
(Id to 'JO cents per pound), and il is 
nearly us cheap as soles and halibut. 

"Marvelous to think that the salmon 
caught mi the Pacific coast is to be 
served five months later at a Copenhagen 
dinner as freshly caught."

Three members of tho Fern Id Free 
Press' stall. J. It. Wallace, .J. W. Kob- 
ertson and Bert Whinister, had a plea- 
sant tramp over to Crow's Nest some 
.few days :i;-n. They arrived at Mr. 
Good's hotel, the Summit House, at ."> 
o'clock in the evening, having covered the 
twenty-live miles in ten hours. The trip 
over is most enjoyable. The trail is good 
and fairly level, and nature is at her 
best at. this season of the year. 
, A.t the Summit House they met an old 
prospector named John Cochrane, who 
had just been brought out of the Flat- 
head the dny before more dead than 
alive. Under Mr. Good's careful atten- 
tion the old man was rapidly recovering 
and he told our representatives a thrill- 
ing tale, bordering on the incredible, of 
tin unknown gold mine he had discovered 
in the heart of the Flathead, and of ter- 
rible privations be had undergone. 

Mr. Cochrane is a typical prospector, 
who lias seen sixty-live winters, lie was 
brought to the Summit Hotel by two 
other prospectors who happened to run 
across him in a helpless condition, suf- 
fering from the privations he had un- 
dergone. 

"I left Spokane four weeks ngo," said 
Mr. Cochrane, "for the Flathead to pros- 
pect certain coal and oil claims held by 
a Spokane syndicate. With me was an 
expert who went in to examine tho 
seams. We took possession of :t vacant 
shack near our claims. 21 miles south of 
Crow's Nest and one mile down the Flat- 
head river from the junction of the 
Crow's Nest trail with the river. After 
I wo or three days my partner took sick, 
caused, we both believed, from drinking 
spring water that was covered with oil 
Sepage. lie left me to go hack to Spo- 
kane, promising to send mo more grub 
and assistance. 

"I did not hear from him again. A 
few days after he lefl me I discovered 
near our cabin an old blaze mark ou a 
tree. A mile further on 1 noticed an- 
other, and upon examination I found 
others, evidently marking an old trail. 
With a good deal of diflleulty I followed 
Ho- old blaze, though all signs of a trail 
had long since disappeared. 1 kept on, 
believing that the trail had not been 
made without a purpose. After four 
miles laborious work I came upon a de- 
serted placer gold mine on a small creek. 
I examined it with interest. The di'_'- 
u-iiiL's hail evidently been deserted for 
many years, probably fifteen or sixteen 
years 1 should say by the general ap- 
pearance. A great deal of work had been 
done by the unknown miners. 1 shone! 
say at least enough to keep six men busy 
for two seasons. A trench .">(• feel Ion;;, 
Id feet deep and :! feet wide al the 
bottom anil 5 feet at the top had be?n 
dug. and the earth had evidently been 
washed for the yellow metal. I saw no 
s i l:us of the departed miners, no pans, 
no habitation and no tools of any nature. 
I came away after •spending an hour or 
i wo there, intending to go back at a later 
day. A few days later my food supply 
Iran out, ami I took ill, partly from priva- 
tion iiinl partly from drinking the oily 
water. I was In n very bad condition 
when found by a couple o'f prospectyrs 
who came to my cabin last Tuesday. 
They gave mo some medicine .and food, 
hut returning from their elnims on Thurs- 
day anil finding me no boiler, they 
brought me out on horseback." 

There is n legend slill current among 
old-time prospectors which may throw 
some light upon the strange story told by 
this old-timer. 

The story goes fh a I years ago three 
miners with picks, shovels and puns 
.made their way into the Flathead coun- 
try. Some weeks later one Hindu his ap- 
pearance back luto civilization and told 
of a harrowing conflict with Indians. 
They hud discovered a rich gold claim, 
and were busily developing it when they 
were attacked by Indians. His two com- 
sades were .slain aud he escaped. It'll- 
dunnled by bis experience, be secured the 
assistance of three others, and went back 
to follow up his discoveries. That, was 
Hie lasi ever beard of him. 

Mr. Cochrane came to Femie on Mon- 
day, and proceeded to Spokane the fol- 
lowing morning, His two rescuers were 
rewarded for their kindness by a full 
description of his Mud, and they left 
Crow's Nest the next morning to sift it

Mr, Bell-Irving said the preference giv- 
theui by New Zunlaud had proved of 
great beuelil to the canuors, as ii 
meant thai New Zealand had practically 
given them her market, and at the same 
time tlicy got their salmon just as cheap 
US in Australia, where the market was 
still open. 

Hon. Mr. Fielding said t'hey had al- 
[ready hern in communication with the 
Australian government on this |>uint, 
but It took two to make a bargain. 

Mr. Uell-lfving said that Canada had 
most to gain by reciprocity and should 
move ill the mailer rather than Austra- 
lia. 

Hon. Mr. Fielding: "What further can 
wo do than has been done'.'" 

Rebate on Tin Plato 
Mr. Bell-lrviug said it had been sug- 
gested that a special commissioner be 
sent, to Australia to see what could be 
done. The request that wire and rope 
for netting be placed ou the free list 
was not a largo matter, but the tin 
plttte duty, should it bo imposed, would 
affect the canners seriously. During 
the past year they had imported 240,000 
pounds, of which -10 per cent, was from 
the United States and 00 per cent, of 
British manufacture. It a duty were 
imposed, as much of it was merely 
brought in and made Into cans and sent 
out again, a large rebate should be giv- 
en on that used for export. 

Tho Chinese Head Tax 
Mr. Bell-lrviug said he had another 
mutter to mention which was not touch- 
ed upon in the memorandum, hut which 
wus of the greatest importance to can- 
nerymen. They considered that the time 
hud now come for the reduction of tho 
Chinese head tax from ?50O to $100, as 
it used to be. 

lion. Mr. Fielding: "Wo shall have 
to bring back Mr. Williams again."

Mr. Bell-Irving continued that the 
present tax simply meant the exclusion 
of the Chinese. He instanced that 
prior to 11)0-1 something like $400,000 had 
been gathered from this source in one 
year, and after that it had fallen to 
$0,250 in one year.

Protection for Machinery 

Mr. Colin F.'' Jackson then undressed 
Ithe commission, saying that his Hhu 
was a member of wit) Canadian Manu- 
facturers' Association, which endorsed 
its request. Their application did not 
apply to things indigenous to the prov- 
ince, biu_soinothing common to the whole 
Dominion. The dealers in machinery 
were important, however, to loggers and 
miners, who had to buy their machines. 
There were three kinds of special machin- 
ery that hud to be made on the coast. 
First, special cannery machinery, which 
is protected in the niiiln by patents; sec- 
ondly there :wns logging machinery. Pro- 
tection on this class oi machinery was 
igiveu, ami it had to be manufactured 
locally that it iiilght bo adapted to local 
needs. Thirdly there was mining ma- 
chinery, Certain classes of that hud to 
be imported from the east. 

His company had invested about $-75,- 
000 in this city to manufacture niuchlu- 
lery for special requirements, and after 
being here four or live years had arrived 
at an accurate estimate of what they 
Could do il ml what they could not, One 
particular point he wished to touch upon 
was hydraulic pipe. Their competitors 
in this were in San Francisco, and oven 
under a protective tariff they found great 
dillieulty in competing by reason of the 
larger output of the Americans and also 
because they had the Yukon trade, which 
should properly belong to them in Van- 
couver.

Hon. Mr. Putersou said they had

Mr. VValkem said that in importing 
relton water wheels for mining purposes i 
they found that sometimes they admitted : 
a shipment free and at other 'times they j 
charged duty. lie could not under- 
stand that. 

Hon. Mr. Pnterson said that would I 
have to be looked into. 

Mr. Walkem mentioned that they paid 
duty on steel sheets which they manu- 
factured into monitors and water gates, 
which camo in free of duty. They thought

British and American Magazines 

Mr. C. Wentwoith Sure] said he wish- 
ed to speak on 11 matter that might 
come n little oiiiside of the tariff. He 
hail been in communication with Sir 
William Mulock about reducing postal 
rates on British literature. He said 
that the reason for the predominance of 
American literature was owing to the 
arrangement with the United States 
.made by Canada. At the international 
convention In Geneva it bad been said 
that Great Britain had power to mime 
her own postal arrangements within 
the empire. However, as the British 
government seemed too slow to move 
in the matter, he wished to know i, 
something could not bo done by the cus- 
toms which would offset the postal ad- 
vantage of the United Slates. A con- 
sequence of this was that ho found 11 
far greater demand for American hooks 
than for British or Canadian, because 
they were so largely advertised and 
shipped in here. 

It was the same with newspapers. 
Mr. Deatie, of the Nelson News, had 
told him the other day Unit his -worst 
competitors were the Spokane papers.
